President/General Manager 


Tom Donahoe became the eighth General Manager 
in Bills history in January of 2001 while also being 
named the team’s President, marking the first time 
in franchise history that someone other than Ralph 
Wilson held the position. With the Bills salary cap 
figure at 24 million over the league limit, Donahoe 
wasted little time in dealing with the roster and 
has added to the strong defense such key free 
agent acquisitions as Sam Adams, London 
Fletcher, Lawyer Milloy, Takeo Spikes and Troy 
Vincent. Since 2001, 32 of the Bills 36 draft 
choices have made NFL active rosters and 27 of 
the 36 are currently on NFL teams. Among those 
36 are first-round selections Lee Evans, J.P. 
Losman and Willis McGahee, who hold bright 
futures in the Bills offense. 


On the administrative side, Donahoe has helped in 
building the season ticket base from 34,000 to 
over 45,000 while placing a high importance on 
the game day experience for fans and improved 
quest services. He has also helped to develop the 
Bills Store and Bills Digest to benefit fans while 
assisting in the development of a Human 
Resources Department within the franchise. 
Donahoe has placed a top priority for the Youth 
Football initiative within the Bills organization and 
has helped develop the Bills Youth Football Field, 
located at the team’s facility, which is the first of 
its kind in the NFL. He has also been the catalyst 
for the Student Leaders program that benefits 
many high school students in the Buffalo area. 


An active member of the Western New York 
community, Donahoe serves on the Board of 
Directors at Medaille College and on the board for 
the Buffalo Niagara Partnership. He also serves as 
a Youth Sports Sponsor and is involved with Holy 


Family Institute and Roswell Park Cancer Institute. 
He is also a member of the board of the National 
Collegiate Scouting Association. 


Prior to coming to Buffalo, Donahoe served as the 
football analyst for espn.com during the 2000 
season. He served as a BLESTO scout for one year 
and started with the Steelers organization in 1985 
as a college scout before serving as the team's 
Director of Pro Personnel (1989-90), Director of 
Football Development (1991-92) and Director of 
Football Operations (1993-99). During that time, 
the Steelers made seven playoff appearances, 
hosted three AFC title games and played in Super 
Bowl XXX by drafting such players as LB Chad 
Brown, TE Mark Bruener, C Dermontti Dawson, G 
Alan Faneca, SS Carnel Lake, LB Greg Lloyd, LB 
Joey Porter, QB Kordell Stewart, LB Mike Vrabel, 
WR Hines Ward and CB Rod Woodson. Pittsburgh 
also acquired FB Jerome Bettis in a trade with the 
Rams within those years. 


Donahoe coached football and basketball and 
taught English for 15 years in the Pittsburgh area, 
beginning with Mon Valley Catholic in 1968 and 
later at Seton-LaSalle. He helped to lead teams to 
six championships, four in football (Seton-LaSalle 
won the 1979 and 1980 WPIAL titles) and two in 
basketball. Additionally, he served as an athletic 
director and yearbook and newspaper advisor and 
he is a member of the Seton-LaSalle High School 
Hall of Fame.

“Rookie head 
coaches usually act a certain way. |'ve been 
around a few of them and Mike didn’t do that. | 
would take the job that he did and | would put it 
up against any of the rookie head coaches in the 
League.” 


In Mularkey’s first season, the Bills increased their 
win total by three games from 2003 and 
increased their point output by 152. With a 
renewed focus on attacking opponents with a 
physical style of play, the Bills increased their 
rushing yardage output by 210 yards and gave up 
i loweat sack total in five years with 38 sacks 
allowed, 


The team’s defense ranked second overall in the 
League and in the top five in numerous categories 
while leading the NFL in takeaways with 39, and the 
special teams unit ranked first in the League and 
tied an NFL record with five combined kickoff and 
punt return touchdowns. 


Mularkey captained a team that showed 
toughness and fight in 2004, as well as the 
ability of all three units to combine to form a 
successful team. 


Probably the most telling sign that the team has 
turned a corner under Mularkey is the players’ 
belief in his system and refusal to give up on the 
‘04 season during the bleakest of times. 


“After we started out 0-4, we knew coach 
Mularkey was with us and still believed in what 
we were doing and where we could go,” All-Pro 
linebacker Takeo Spikes said. “Coach Mularkey 
believed in what we were doing and because of 
that, our team believed in him and we were able 
to have some success in '04. We can’t wait to get 
back out on the field for the 2005 season.” 


Mularkey came to the Bills from the Pittsburgh 
Steelers where he held the offensive coordinator 
position (2001-03) and helped guide the Steelers 
to top offensive rankings in 2002 and 2001. His 
innovation helped the Steelers develop an efficient 
and physical offensive style, which contributed to 
the team’s success. 


Under Mularkey’s tutelage, the Pittsburgh offense 
ranked in the top five in the League in 2001 and 
2002. In 2002, Mularkey guided the Steelers 
offense to a 5th place ranking in the NFL. He 
helped rejuvenate the career of quarterback 
Tommy Maddux who, after a ten-year span 
between appearances in the NFL, started 11 of 15 
games and set a Steelers franchise mark for pass 
completion percentage (62.1) and compiled a 
passer rating of 85.2, good for third in the 
Steelers all-time record books. 


In 2001, Mularkey’s first as a coordinator, 
Pittsburgh posted the League’s number one 
rushing attack and the third-ranked overall 
offense. That year the Steelers registered a 13-3 
regular season record and won the AFC Central 
Crown. As with Toramy Maddux in ‘02, Mularkey 
was a vital part of Kordell Stewart's success in 
2001. After posting career highs with 266 
completions for 3,109 yards while starting all 16 
games, Stewart was named Pittsburgh's team 
MVP and was the first Steelers quarterback 
selected to the Pro Bowl since Neil O’Donnell in 
1993. 


Prior to his stint as offensive coordinator, 
Mularkey coached the Steelers tight ends form 
1996-2000. He broke into the League as the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneer’s quality control coach 
under Sam Wyche in 1994 and was elevated to 
the Buccaneer's tight ends coach in 1995. He 
started his coaching career at the collegiate level 
mf iH offensive line coach for Concordia College 
(MN). 


Originally a 1983 ninth-round draft choice of the 
San Francisco 49ers, Mularkey was waived prior 
to the season and was picked up by the 
Minnesota Vikings where he played tight end from 
1983-88. He joined the Pittsburgh Steelers as a 
Plan B free agent and played with Pittsburgh from 
1989-91. Over the course of his career, Mularkey 
tallied 102 receptions for 1,222 yards and nine 
touchdowns.

Bills Blaze Trail by Opening Youth Football Field 


In November 2004, the Buffalo Bills became the first 
NFL franchise to open a facility dedicated for youth 
football on the same grounds as the team headquarters, 
pioneering an initiative first presented by NFL Cae 
Commissioner Paul Tagliabue at the NFL Owners 
Meeting in March 2004. 


“The twin pillars of the NFL are football and community,” 
said Tagliabue. “No team better exemplifies those 
traditions than the Butfalo Bills. Ralph Wilson and the 
Bills organization deserve tremendous credit for taking 
this commitment to the next level with the creation of 
their new youth football field.” 

The Buftalo Bills Youth Football Stadium features a 
manicured, regulation-size grass football field located behind Ralph Wilson Stadium in a space 
formally occupied by the Bills’ outdoor practice field. A full-size scoreboard is featured above the South 
end zone and bleachers have been erected to accommodate fans. 

“We are very dedicated as an organization to develop a first class youth football field,” says Donahoe. 
“The Buffalo Bills are totally behind the promotion of our youth learning and enjoying the great game 
of football.” 

The field will be used by teams in the Western New York Youth Tackle Football Federation, which 
consists of approximately 300 youth football teams from as far north as Niagara Falls, NY stretching 
west through Erie County into Pennsylvania. 

Throughout the year, the Bills will use the facility for youth football-related events such as NFL High School 
and Junior Player Development programs, NFL Flag games and Pepsi Punt, Pass and Kick competitions.

The program integrates on-field skills development with life skills and character development, As they 
plan for future high school interscholastic activities, participants receive instruction from selected 
youth, high school and college football coaches, as well as counseling that focuses around a weekly 
life skill. Each life skill theme is addressed through the context of football with instructors making 
connections between life skills as they are applied on the field, in school, at home and in the

NFL franchise to open a facility dedicated for youth 
football on the same grounds as the team headquarters, 
pioneering an initiative first presented by NFL tiny 
Commissioner Paul Tagliabue at the NFL Owners 
Meeting in March 2004.

Ralph Wilson and the 
Bills organization deserve tremendous credit for taking 
this commitment to the next level with the creation of 
their new youth football field.” 


The Buffalo Bills Youth Football Stadium features a 

manicured, regulation-size grass football field located behind Ralph Wilson Stadium in a space 
formally occupied by the Bills’ outdoor practice field. A full-size scoreboard is featured above the South 
end zone and temporary bleachers have been erected to accommodate fans. 

“We are very dedicated as an organization to develop a first class youth foothall field,” says Donahoe. 
“The Buffalo Bills are totally behind the promotion of our youth learning and enjoying the great game 
of football.” 

The field will be used by teams in the Western New York Youth Tackle Football Federation, which 
consists of approximately 300 youth football teams from as far north as Niagara Falls, NY stretching 
west through Erie County into Pennsylvania. 

Throughout the year, the Bills will use the facility for youth football-related events such as NFL High School 
and Junior Player Development programs, NFL Flag games and Pepsi Punt, Pass and Kick competitions.

After consecutive Super Bowl appearances 
following the 1990 and 1991 seasons, the Bills 
finished 11-5 in 1992. but lost the division title to 
Miami on the conterence-record tiebreaker. As a 
result, their journey back to the Super Bow! would 
have to begin on January 3, 1993 with a home 
game vs. the Houston Oilers. 


The Bills got off to a slow start as the Houston 
offense enjoyed a 21:12 time of possession edge in 
the game's first 30 minutes. Houston averaged 7.3 
yards per offensive play behind quarterback Warren 
Moon's 19 of 22 passing for 218 yards and 4 
touchdowns — a 147.5 passer rating. At halftime, 
the Bills trailed the Oilers 28-3. 


The second half start was no better. Fewer than 2 
minutes into the third quarter, the Bills yielded a 
58-yard interception-return touchdown and fell 
behind 35-3. However, with 13:15 remaining in the 
third quarter, the Bills embarked on the greatest 
comeback in NFL history, which in 1999 was 
chosen by fans as the Fifth Most Memorable NFL 
Game of the Century in voting on nfl.com. 


HERE'S HOW IT HAPPENED: 

(@@ After allowing the INT-return touchdown, the Bills drove 50 yards in 10 plays on their next possession, 
capping the drive on a Kenneth Davis one-yard touchdown run. Houston 35, Buffalo 10. 

@@@ Bills kicker Steve Christie then recovered his own onside kick. Four plays later, Bills quarterback Frank 
Reich, starting for an injured Jim Kelly, connected with Don Beebe on a 38-yard touchdown. Houston 
35, Buffalo 17. 

#% The Bills’ defense produced a 3-and-out on the ensuing Houston possession and Buffalo took over on 
its own 41-yard line. Five plays later, Reich hit Andre Reed for a 26-yard touchdown. Houston 35, 
Buffalo 24, 

(2% Two plays into the Oilers’ next drive, Bills safety Henry Jones intercepted a deflected Moon pass and 
returned it 15 yards to the Houston 23-yard line. The Bills gained 5 yards on 3 plays and faced a fourth- 
and-five, Time out, Buffalo. Reich convinced Levy to go for it on fourth down. He then saw Reed break 
away from the safety and hit him on the goal line for 18 yards and a touchdown. Houston 35, Buffalo 
31. In a span of 6 minutes and 52 seconds, the Bills had cut their deficit from 32 points to 4. 


#@@ After the teams traded punts, Moon led the Oilers on a 76-yard drive early in the fourth quarter over 
seven-and-a-half minutes. Houston then caught a break. A Buffalo interception was wiped out by a 
penalty called on the Bills for a late-hit foul against Moon. 

#@ The Oilers reached the Buffalo 14-yard line and set up for a field goal. It was then that the Bills received 
some help from above — it started raining. Montgomery fumbled the snap and kicker Al Del Greco 
recovered but the Oilers had turned the ball over on downs. 

#™ Bulfalo then drove 74 yards in seven plays into the wind, taking the lead on a 17-yard touchdown pass 
from Reich to Reed — the duo's third scoring connection in little more than 16 minutes. Buffalo 38, 
Houston 35, 

(@@ Moon then led Houston 63 yards in 12 plays, setting up the game-tying 26-yard Del Greco field goal 
with 12 seconds remaining. 

@@% The game went to overtime and the Oilers won the coin flip but after two completions for 7 yards, 
Moon faced a third-and-3 from the Houston 27. It was then that Bills safety Nate Odomes stepped in 
front of a Moon pass at the 37 and returned the INT to the 35. The Bills gained 15 more yards ona 
penalty when Odomes was grabbed by his facemask. 

@@@ After two Davis rushes for 6 yards, Christie kicked a 32-yard field goal 3:06 into overtime. Buffalo 41, 
Houston 38. 

In addition to keeping their Super Bow! hopes alive (the Bills would win their next two on the road to make 

that third consecutive appearance), Buffalo set an NFL record. Their 32-point comeback victory remains the 

largest in NFL history,

(i in the 1970s, Joe DeLamielleure and his Buffalo Bills 
offensive line mates were dubbed the “Electric Company,” 
because they “turned the Juice loose.” The “Juice” of 
course was Hall of Fame running back 0.J. Simpson. An 
All-America and three-time All-Big Ten performer at 
Michigan State, “Joe D” was selected in the first round of 
the 1973 NFL Draft by the Bills. 


Extremely durable and dependable, Joe played in 185 
consecutive games during his 13 playing seasons with the 
Bills and the Cleveland Browns. A starter from the first 
game of his rookie season, DeLamielleure started in every 
game for eight seasons in Buffalo before being traded to 
Cleveland in 1980.

mm A strong-armed passer with a ‘linebacker's mentality,’ 
Kelly virtually rewrote the Bills’ record book for 
quarterbacks. Only three players in NFL history had 
reached the 30,000-yard career passing mark faster. Eight 
times during his NFL career he passed for more than 
3,000 yards in a season, and twenty-six times he passed 
for more than 300 yards in a game. 


With Kelly and teammates Thurman Thomas and Andre 
Reed, the Bills possessed a highly potent offense during 
the 1990s. Kelly's quick decisiveness and fast paced “no- 
huddle’ offense terrorized opposing defenses. 


In 11 seasons in Buffalo, Kelly led the Bills to the playoffs 
eight times. In 17 playoff game appearances, including 
four consecutive Super Bowls, he passed for 3,863 yards 
and 21 touchdowns. At the time of his retirement, his 84.4 
passer rating ranked sixth all-time and was second when 
compared to Hall of Fame quarterbacks. His 35,467 career 
passing yards ranked tenth in NFL history; his 2,874 
completions ranked eighth; and his 237 touchdowns 
ranked thirteenth.

fortunes of the Buffalo Bills, he brought with him more 
than 30 years of coaching experience. In 1987, his first full 
season with the Bills, the team returned to respectability 
with a 7-8 record and were in the playoff hunt throughout 
most of the season. 

The following season the team posted a 12-4 record and 
won the first of six AFC Eastern Division titles, With his 
high-powered “no-huddle” offense, Levy went on to set a 
new standard for NFL coaches as he led his AFC 
championship team to four consecutive Super Bow! 
appearances. 

From 1988 through 1997, the Bills were first in the AFC in 
winning percentage and second only to the San Francisco 
49ers in the NFL. Levy, the winningest coach in Bills’ 
history, recorded a 112-70 regular season record and was 
11-8 in the playoffs during his 11 seasons with the Bills. 
He was named NFL Coach of the Year in 1988 and AFC

It was something he would remain throughout his long 
career with Green Bay, the Los Angeles Raiders, Buffalo 
Bills, Los Angeles Rams, and the Philadelphia Eagles. In 
16 seasons, Lofton caught 764 passes for 14,004 yards — 
an average of 18.3 yards per catch. His 14,004 career- 
reception yardage mark was an NFL best at the time of his 
retirement, while his 43 games with 100 or more yards 
receiving ranked third. 

In 1987, Lofton was traded to the Raiders, and two years 
later joined the Bills. In Buffalo, he reemerged as one of 
the game’s premier deep-threats. In 1991, at age 35, the 
still-speedy receiver became the oldest player in league 
history to record 1,000 receiving yards in a season. 


Extremely durable, Lofton was the first NFL player to score 
a touchdown in the 1970s, 1980s and 1990s. Many of his 
75 touchdown receptions came on long passes when he 
simply outran the opposition.

Shaw’s ability to pull out in front of runners was a perfect 
fit for the Bills. Shaw's speed, strength, and natural ability 
made him “the driving force of the offensive unit” 
according to his former offensive line coach Jerry Smith. 
Especially effective on short-yardage scoring plays, Shaw 
would pull out from his left guard position followed by 
heavy-duty runners Cookie Gilchrist and Wray Carlton.

On the next possession, Giants K Matt Bahr split the uprights from 21 yards out with, 
What proved to be, the final score of the game. After the Bills defense forced the Giants to punt one last time, QB Jim 
Kelly and the offense started the final drive on their own 10-yard line with 2:16 left on the clock. Eight plays, 61 yards 
and 2:08 later, the Bills FG unit became the focus of attention for football fans around the world.

gam Buffalo dropped its first playoff game ever at Rich Stadium with a 30-27 defeat to the Jacksonville Jaguars. The Bills got off toa 
quick start when Jim Jeffcoat nearly sacked Mark Brunell fora safety, resulting in an intentional grounding penalty and 
subsequent punt from the back of the endzone. With Thurman Thomas getting the call on five consecutive plays, the Bills capped 
a six-play, 43-yd. drive with Jim Kelly's seven-yard pass to a wide-open Thomas in the right flat, The TD was Thomas’ 19th in the 
ae establishing a new NFL postseason record. Midway through the first quarter Jacksonville Clyde Simmons intercepted a 
Kelly shove! pass and raced 20 yards to even the score at 7-7. The Bills reclaimed the lead on their next possession when 
marched 68 yards in 10 plays, the score coming when Thomas went over the right side from two yards out. Thomas’ secon 
score of the game made him the NFL's leading scorer ay sec history with 120 points (a record Emmitt Smith tied later in 
the aftemoon), eclipsing the old mark of 115 points held by George Blanda. Jacksonville closed the first quarters scoring at 14-10 
when Mike Hollis connected fram 27 yards out. Neither team scored again until Natrone Means rumbled 30 yards for his fone 
score of the game with under 4:00 to play in the half. Buffalo answered once again to tie the score at 17 when Steve Christie 
kicked a 33-yarder at the two minute mark. Christie opened the third quarter scoring on the Bills’ initial drive with his second FG 
of the day, this one from 47 yards out. After the Jaguars knotted the score at 20 apiece on Hollis’ 24-yard FG, Jeff Burris 
intercepted a pass that was tipped by David White and went 38 yards for Buffalo’s final paints of the game. Jacksonville evened 
the game on a Brunell-to-Jinimy Smith two-yd. scoring pass and regained possession when they recovered a fumble at their own 
42-yd. line. Hollis’ 45-yard FG bounced off the right upright before going through, giving Jacksonville a 30-27 lead with just over 
3:00 remaining.

2002 — Months before the 2002 regular season began, the Bills made many significant maves that would alter the course 
of the franchise. Two took place on draft weekend, first on 4/20 when the team selected Texas OT Mike Williams 
with the 4th overall pick, Buffalo's highest since taking Bruce Smith #1 overall in 1985. The next day's move (4/21) 
was even bigger as Buffalo acquired all-pro QB Drew Bledsoe from the Patriots in exchange for the Bills first- 
rounder in 2003. The team’s makeover took a more aesthetic turn on 6/8 when the Bills unveiled new uniforms that 
marked the first significant modification since 1986 and saw the addition of dark blue and nickel to the team’s 
enhanced red, white & blue scheme. When the season arrived, the Bills quickly proved to be one of the NFL's most 
electrifying and exciting teams of 2002 by going into overtime in three of the first four games. Buffalo's high- 
powered offense would go on to set numerous team records while several individuals did also. Bledsoe set 10 
franchise marks including single-season records for passing yards, attempts, and completions while WR Eric 
Moulds became the first Bill to catch 100 passes in a campaign. RB Travis Henry rushed for the 4th-highest single- 
season total in team history (1,438) and ran for 13 TDs while LB London Fletcher set the franchise record for 
tackles in a season with 209, By finishing with five more wins that the year before Buffalo matched the best single- 
season tumaround in team history and was in the playoff hunt until game 15, Their 8-8 mark was just one game behind 
the division champion Jets who won the AFC East by virtue of tie-breakers over the Dolphins and Patriots (all 9-7). 


2003 — The Bills were active in the 2003 offseason, signing linebackers Jeff Posey and Takeo Spikes, and also shocking 
much of the NFL by drafting RB Willis McGahee from Miami with the 23rd pick in the draft that the Bills received 
from Atlanta in exchange for the Falcons signing of Peerless Price. Days before the beginning of the season, the 
Bills signed {ree agent safety Lawyer Milloy (9/4), who had been released by the Patriots six days before the first 
game. The Bills came out of the gates fast, defeating New England in the opening game 31-0 and handling 
Jacksonville in week two 38-17. Alter an offensive explosion the first two weeks, the Bills attack quelled and the 
team lost two out of the next three. An Erie Moulds groin injury in week five ys. Cincinnati would prove costly to the 
team's offense for the remainder of the season. After finishing the first half of the season with a 4-4 record, the 
team dropped its next three games despite impressive defensive efforts. The team dropped three of its last five 
games, including a heart-breaking two point defeat at Tennessee, and finished the year 6-10. The bright spot of the 
year was the team's delense which finished second in the NFL with Takeo Spikes reaping the rewards by earning 
his first ever selection to the Pro Bowl. Defensive end Aaron Schobel also had a career-year with 11.5 sacks and 
became only the fifth player in team history to record a ten-sack season. Guard Ruben Brown also earned a Pro 
Bowl selection, Following the season, head coach Gregg Williams’ contract was not renewed. 


2004 —Alter finishing the 2003 season with a 6-10 record, the Bills hired Mike Mularkey (1/14) as the 13th head coach 
in franchise history, The Bills continued to make significant offseason acquisitions to improve the franchise, 
including signing veteran quard Chris Villarrial (3/3) and veteran cornerback Troy Vincent (3/16). Using the NFL 
Draft as a tool for future success, the Bills selected speedy wide receiver Lee Evans with the 13th overall pick and 
quarterback J.P. Losman just nine spots later with the 22nd pick. The Bills started 2004 with a disappointing 0-4 
record, but went on the win nine out of their last 12 games, including six in a row, to finish at an improved 9-7, 
The team lost three of the first four games by a combined eight points, but evolved into a team that reveled in 
finishing games. All three aspects of the team contributed to the team's success, with the defense finishing second 
in the League for the second straight year, while the special teams ranked in the top five in most major categories 
and the offense provided enough explosiveness to put points on the board. Willis McGahee entered the starting 
lineup in week six vs. Miami and led the Bills to a 9-2 record in his 11 starts, while rushing for 100+ yards seven 
times and scoring 13 touchdowns, second in franchise history to O.J, Simpson's 16 in 1975. First-year wide out 
Evans proved to be a perfect compliment to Eric Moulds, as Evans Jed all rookies with nine receiving touchdowns, 
Led by the offensive's explosiveness, the Bills scored 395 points in 2004, a 152-point improvement trom 2003. 

The Bills defense boasted two Pro Bowlers, Takeo Spikes and Sam Adams, while the rest of the team played at a 
Pro Bow! level. The defense led the League in takeaways with 39 and led the AFC in sacks with 45. Terrence 
McGee earned a nod to the Pro Bowl in his first year as a Kick returner by leading the AFC with a 26.3 KOR average 
and leading the NFL with three KOR touchdowns. McGee set a new Bills single-season mark with his three KOR 
touchdowns and tied the team’s career mark. Nate Clements and Jonathan Smith both returned punts for 
touchdowns, giving the Bills five punt/kickott return touchdowns on the year, a feat that had not been accomplished 
since 1959 (Chicago Cardinals).

The Buffalo Bills Field House 


(@% The Buffalo Bills Fieldhouse redefines the state-of- 
the-art for indoor practice facilities. This is the 
only facility in the NFL that can accommodate full 
indoor special teams practice. Construction of the 
facility began in March of 1995 and was 
completed in September of the same year. The 
95,000 square-foot construction is 12 stories high 
and is large enough to duplicate the stadium field, 
including a new field turf surface. The building 
features a 20-foot wide rubberized track which 
runs around the field and is 1/5 of a mile in 
distance. It also houses a Bills’ Photo Gallery that 
is composed of four-foot by six-foot photos of 
former players who were selected for the Bills 
Silver Anniversary Team, Pro Bowl, or the 
Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. Distinguished Service Award. 
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" @@ When the Buffalo Bills began play in 1960, their home venue was War Memorial Stadium. Built in 
1936, the “Rockpile” was a 36,500-seat facility located in Buffalo at Jefferson and Best streets. In 
1965, the open air, natural grass facility was expanded by adding an upper deck to increase capacity 
to 46,206. 


Years of extreme weather and the popularity of the Bills led to the creation of a larger facility. A 113- 
acre tract of land approximately 30 minutes from downtown Buffalo was selected and groundbreaking 
ceremonies were conducted in Orchard Park on April 4, 1972 for the new football complex. To form 
the lower level of the stadium, more than 370,000 feet of shale were removed — putting the field 50 
feet below ground level. Construction was completed in slightly over 14 months and on August 17, 
1973, the stadium was officially opened as the Bills played host to the Washington Redskins. 


Since the stadium's original construction, the facility has seen many changes. In 1984, the stadium's 
capacity was increased to 80,290 with the addition of 16 executive suites on the top floor of the 
administration building. Eight years later, 24 more suites were constructed in the west end zone and 
shared restrooms were added to the original suites. The Red Zone and Goal Line indoor clubs were 
added in 1994, offering fans a comfortable atmosphere as each of the two blocks of 500 seats are 
enclosed in glass. Also in 1994, 14 new suites were added, bringing the grand total to 88 luxury 
boxes. The 1994 expansion project also brought the team the largest JumboTron in the United States. 
This mammoth videoboard measures 31.5 feet high by 41.5 feet wide. Some of the capabilities of the 
videoboard include full-color instant replays, live action shots, crowd shots, out-of-town highlights, 
animations and various in-stadium shots from cameras exclusive to videoboard usage. In addition, a 
black and white Daktronics Scoreboard matrix system designed to complement the Sony JumboTron 
was installed. 

In 1999 crews completed a seven-month stadium overhaul that included constructing 76 brand-new 
dugout suites and two new enclosed club sections each containing 500 seats. Fans in the dugout 
suites watch the action just 40 rows from the field. In addition, the Bills replaced 6,800 seats in the 
sideline club sections with revolutionary contoured heated seats, the first of their kind in North 
America. Renovations also included four new restroom towers, upgraded stadium lighting and a state- 
of- the-art sound system.
